As through the transgression 
and disobedience of the first 
man, Adam, the holy state of 
man was lost and _ spiritual

ther believe that the child who 
has no knowledge of God’s plan 
of redemption. would not be cut 
off and sent to hell for some- 
thing someone else had done six 
thousand years ago over which 
it had no control, but we will 
accept the truth, that Jesus has 
shed His own blood and has 
said, “Suffer little children to 
come unto me and forbid them , 
not,” and His love was, and is! 
so great for them, that the blood 
will atone for them until they 
come to the knowledge of the 
truth, for they are walking in 
all the light they have, and 
when the Lord calls one of them ' 
home the atoning blood will 
cleanse it from that carnal 
mind, for which they were not 
responsible, but if the child lives 
the grace of God will finally ap- 
pear to it and teach it that all 
men should: live soberly, right- 
eously and godly in this present 
world and then it will naturally 
become responsible because it 
will know right from wrong and 
then God will give it a call to ac- 
cept the blood. 

I well remember when I first 
realized myself a.sinner before 
God. I was about ten years of 
age, sitting in a Methodist 
church when the Lord gave me 
my first call, but like most chil- 
dren at the first call I turned 
away.

The following article is repro- 
duced from the Evangel, March 
1, 1910. : 

GOD'S TENTH 


In toucking the question of 
giving, we touch the most vital 
point pertaining to the conse- 
cration and spiritual power of 
the Church. In saying this we 
speak from experience, as we 
certainly speak according to 
Scripture. “Bring ye all the 
tithes into the storehouse... . 
and prove me ‘now herewith, 
saith the Lord of hosts, if I will 
not open the windows of heav- | 
en, and pour you out a bless- 
ing that there shall not be 
room enough to receive it.” 
Here, plainly, the giving of 
tithes is made the condition of 
an abundant outpouring of the 
Spirit. 

The spiritualizing method of 
interpreting Scripture, which 
robs us of so much vital truth 
by frittering away its meaning 
in metaphor and simile, has 
often robbed us of the real sig- 
nificance of this text. 

Prayer, testimony, effort, self- 
denial—how often do we hear 
these duties mentioned as sum- 
ming up and fulfilling the re- 
quirement of tithes! 

But “tithes” means monéy 
or other property of equivalent 
value; and the effusion of God’s 
Spirit is here made contingent 
upon bringing in these tithes 
and paying up these dues to 
God. A tenth of his income was 
required of the Jéw to be set 
apart, and sacredly devoted to 
God’s treasury. And this was 
the first tenth, and not the last 
tenth; the first fruits, not the 
dregs and leavings. And while 
the amount is not specified in 
the New Testament, the same 
principle is carried over. “Upon 





the first day of the week, let 
everyone of you lay by him in 
store as God hath prospered 
him.” (1 Cor, 18). Here is 
consecrated giving,—laying by 
in store—a certain sum _ set 
apart, and made sacred to God’s 
use, and which thereafter one 
should no more think of using 
for himself than he would think 
of taking the same sum from 
his neighbor’s pocket. And 
here is proportionate giving— 
“As God hath prospered him.” 
Ought the proportion to be any 
less under the gospel than under 
the law? Surely not, when we 
remember that we have as our 
exemplar One who, “though he 
was rich, yet for our sakes be- 
came poor ,that we, through 
His poverty, might be rich”; and 
that we have the precept of this 
exemplar, which no ingenuity 
can explain away. 

“Whosoever he be of you that 
forsaketh not all that he hath 


cannot be my disciple.” In the 
light of such high standards, 
who can say that we ought not 
to give at least one tenth of our 
income to the Lord? 

If any Christian who has 
never tried it will make the ex- 
periment conscientiously fol- 
lowing it through to the end in 
prosperity and in adversity, we 
predict for him two _ surprises. 
First, he will be astonished at 
the increased amount which he 
is enabled by this method to 
give the Lord; and, secondly, he 
will be astonished at the in- 
creased spiritual and temporal 
prosperity which the Lord will 
give to him. For observe that 
here is an instance where the 
Lord actually makes a challenge 
to his people, and sets up a test 
case, saying, “Prove me now.”

But God is the God of the 
are alive, live unto Him, and all 
who live unto Him are alive. 
God said: 
Abraham, and the God of Isaac, 
and the God of Jacob,’ and 
therefore says our Lord, ‘‘Abra- 
ham, Isaac and Jacob are not 
dead, they cannot be dead, be- 
cause God owns them; He is not 
ashamed to be called their God, 
therefore they are not cast out 
from Him, and_ therefore, by 
necessity they live. 

Wonderful indeed, is the truth 
here implied, in exact agreenient 
as we have seen with the gen- 
eral language of the Scripture, 
that as she who but touched the 
hem of Christ’s garment was in 
a moment relieved from her in- 
firmity, so great was the virtue 
that went out from Him. 

So they who are not Casi out
